THE LESSON OF SAVOY. 
Tne annexation of Savoy to France is a grave fact, and 


{| gives rise to grave reflections. The act itself is grave 


enough; the manner in which it has been accomplished, and 
the language in which it has been announced are, in our 


quietly and seriously, without anger and without alarm, 
what conclusions must be forced upon the conviction of 


{| Englishmen by the whole course and tenor of the proceed- 


ings taken by France in this affair. 

First, then, our opinion of Victor Emmanuel and of Count 
Oavour may be sadly lowered by their tame complicity in 
what at least appears like an underhand intrigue, a shabby 
bargain, and an unwarrantable cession. We may think they 
‘have deceived us, discredited themselves, and disregarded the 
‘wishes and the rights of a portion of their faithful subjects. 
But we are not prepared to say either that England ought 


{| to interfere, beyond a simple expression of her sentiments on 


the matter, to prevent the King of Sardinia from altering 
his frontier or selling his Savoyards,—or that Italy, Pied- 


})mont, and Europe will not all be eventually gainers by an 


amangement which strengthens the Kingdom to which the 
Peninsula must look for its enfranchisement by the addition 
of Tuscany, Lombardy, Parma, Modena, and Romagna, while 
weakening it only by the surrender of Savoy and Nice. 
Secondly. While condemning and deploring a proceeding 
on the part of France so at variance with all her recent 
ions, yet so in harmony with her old 
icy and her incurable desires, and while admitting that 
rope is fairly entitled both to feel and to express her un- 
easiness and her disapproval, we are by no means certain 
that the increase of strength, or the improvement of position 
which France will gain by the acquisition, is so clear or so 
great as to justify any active opposition, or even any imme- 
diate alarm. Nor, however much we may deprecate and 
detest:this recurrence to the infamous old custom of hand- 
ing over territories and populations by a mere act of will 
one sovereign to another, as if. they were private pro- 
pevty, or slaves, or chattels, do we know that it is our place 









or duty to step in and forbid the unworthy bargain, especi- 


opitiion, graver still. We wish to point out in a few words, 
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and menacing an act as some of our contemporaries are in- 
clined to do. We may even admit that the can 
make out a more plausible plea, of palliation at least, for 
this act than for many others against which less clamour has 
been raised; and that Piedmont has, perhaps, made a bar- 
gain which, however disreputable, is not altogether bad, 
But when we turn from the thing itself to its accessories 
from the matter to the manner of the transfer—we are com- 
pelled to say that we cannot do otherwise than draw thence 
a conclusion of the highest consequence as regards all our 
future relations with Louis Napoleon. After what has 
passed in reference to this transaction, we do not see how it 
will be possible for our Government, or for any Govern» 
ment, to place the slightest or the briefest reliance on any, 
even the most solemn and deliberate, assurances he may 
hereafter give, or on the statements he may hereafter make. 
Henceforth there can be no more cordiality in our inter- 
course, because there can be no confidence in his intentions, 
and no trust in his word. Let us recall, in a few sentences, 
what has taken place. 

When he passed the Ticino and entered Milan, he 
proclaimed his pure disinterestedness in endeavouring to 
the Austrian yoke, and, in the most specific language which 
could be devised, repudiated the faintest surmise of aggran- 
dising designs. When he returned, baffled, and only half 
vietorious, he repeated his disclaimer, and boasted that 
France alone, among all the nations of the world) was: 
capable of ‘‘ making war for an idea.” Yet now he ends by 
seizing the precise territory which France has always coveted, 
and he does so on the ground of that very augmentation of 
— which it was the object of the Italian war to give: 

er. 

Even so recently as the commencement of the present 
Session, if we are not mistaken, and certainly more than 
once during the last autumn, he assured our Ministers, to 
allay their incipient suspicions, that no bargain or agree- 
ment had been entered into between France and Sardinia re- 
lative to the cession of Savey. It is now known—we believe 
we maysay—that before a single French soldier crossed the 
Alps in 1859—nay, as far back as the 17th of January in 
that year--such a definite and written agreement had been 
entered into, and was signed by his own hand. 

When the existence of some such compact for the transfer 
of Savoy became too notorious any longer to be denied, he 
assured Lord John : Russell, and authorised Lord John 
to assure the House, that, however confident in the 
justice of his claim, ‘‘ he would not take any steps to carry 
“ it into effect, without first consulting the Great Powers of 
“ Europe.” He has now, as we learn froth his speech to 
the Savoyard Deputation, and from M. Thouvenel’s despatch, 
finally accepted the cession, and is proceeding to occupy the 
territory ;—-and has exchanged his promise of waiting to 
consult the Great Powers, for a cynical expression of “his 
“hope that some of the Great Powers will: favourably ex- 
“ amine his claim.” 

He assured our Government that he would not proceed to 
the annexation except.in compliance with, and when asaured 
of the cordial consent of, the inhabitants of Savoy. At first 
he professed to refer it, as he had insisted on doing in Italy, 
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to universal suffrage,—and made vast efforts, and very un- 
scrupulous ones, as we know, to get up demonstrations in 
his favour. When all these failed, and the real sentiments 
of the people were unmistakeably manifested against the 
annexation, he coolly wrote to Cavour to say that an appeal 
to universal suffrage was quite unnecessary, and that it 
would suffice if the municipalities only were consulted. 
Lastly,—he assured us that, at all events, the guaranteed 
neutrality of Chablais and Faucigny should be respected, 
and even, we believe, went so far as to’ agree that they 
should be annexed to Switzerland—at least he intimated as 
much. He now coolly turns round, rebukes the Swiss 
Government in no very courteous terms, for protesting 
against the absorption and violation of this neutralised 
territory ; and declares, without the shadow of fact to 
warrant tl assertion, that he had, indeed, intended to cede 
those provinces to Switzerland, but that Savoy objects to 
eing divided, will not allow him to keep his word, but insists 
pon being swallowed whole! ; 
Now, it cannot be disputed that such repeated violations 
of his plighted promises show little respect either for the 
opinion of Europe or for that of our Government; and the 
naked cynicism of his recent language in announcing these 
violations, shows still less. In fact, it cannot be character- 
ised otherwise than as insultingly contemptuous. Scarcely 
less so we think (by the way) is his conduct in reference to 
the export of rags from France. It is represented to him 
that the prohibition to export to us the raw material of 
paper was scarcely in harmony with a treaty by which we 
agreed to admit French paper to unlimited competition with 
ourown. He at once admitted the force of the plea, and 
authorised Lord John Russell to say—amid the cheers of 
the House at the Emperor's cordiality and ready perception 
of the demands of justice—that he would recommend to the 
Chamber the immediate repeal of the prohibition. He has 
kept his word: the prohibition has been repealed, and a 
prohibitory duty has been imposed instead ! 








THE NEW SAVINGS BANKS. 

Tue endless discussions respecting the Savings Banks, and 
the many unsuccessful attempts to legislate upon them, are 
but instances of the difficulties into which a Government 
inevitably falls when it is induced, from motives, how- 
ever excellent, to engage in trading transactions. In this 
case, we have little doubt, the Government were justified in 
doing what they have done. The Savings Banks were placed 
under a Government control in the year 1817, when the bank- 
ing system of the country was very slightly developed in 
comparison with what it has since become; when very much 
money was hoarded by the people ; when it would have been 
difficult to induce the owners to part with those hoards, 
without some semblance of a guarantee from the State. 
But, however this may be, the attempt which has been 
made by the State to carry on a banking business has been 
attended with two great inconveniences. 

First. The Government is subject to the characteristic in- 
convenience of the banking trade, without having the means 
which ordinary bankers have of meeting that inconvenience. 
For the most part, money accumulates in the hands of bankers 
only. When money is plentiful, “ securities” are usually at a 
high price; and, as a rule, investments made at such periods 
are dear and costly purchases: on the other hand, money is 
demanded from bankers in times when it is scarce and valu- 
able,—when there is anarchy or discredit, or when, from its 
high value in the general market, its owners are induced to 
believe they can make more of it. {n consequence, the use 
which a banker can make of much of the money in his hands 
is very limited. He can only lendit in such a manner, upon 
such securities, 4nd to such persons, as will ensure its repay- 
ment, or, what is even better, discount bills which fall due 
periodically, and at the maturity of which his money is 
certain to be returned to him. If, on the contrary, he pur- 
chase Consols or any other security that is permanently in 
the market, he is nearly sure of having to buy in dear times 
and to sell in cheap times ; and must incur very heavy losses 
not unfrequently. But a Government have found it impos- 
sible to take this precaution. They cannot discount bills, 
|| or make loans on securities in the open money market. 
They are, in truth, holders of temporary money cut off from 








temporary investments. With these considerations before us, 
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we shall not be surprised to learn that there is a very serio 
deficiency in the Savings Banks accounts ; ew Saar 
which are held by the State, are not, properly speakin 
worth the money deposited with them. & 
The practice of the Government has tended rather to 
aggravate than to diminish the evils of their position. Not 
content with being unable to employ their money in the same 
manner as a banker, they have taken a different method of 
obtaining money from that of the bankers, and a less wise 
one. An ordinary banker gives a varying rate for money 
according as he expects to make much or little of it. The 
Government gives the same rate at all times. In conse. 
quence, there is a temptation to lodge money in the Savin 
Banks when money is low, when the value of it is less than 
the fixed rate, and to take it away when it is high, and 
when the value is greater than that fixed rate. The result 
has been that the Government, in the period from 1819 to.

Secondly. The Government have for years been in g 
great difficulty even with respect to investments whick one 
would, at first, have thought they might safely make. That 
the Government are excluded from the general money mar- 
ket is certain, but we should have thought they might in- 
vest in their own securities, their own stock, and their own 
Exchequer bills, when they pleased and as they pleased, 
But many persons object to this. They say, if we allow the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to have a large moveable fund 
in the money market, we allow him to have an indefinite 
means of controlling it: if we permit him to buy and sell 
different securities when he thinks fit, he may at any moment 
sell 1,000,000/ stock and buy 1,000,000/ Exchequer bills if 
he chooses, with corresponding results as to the price of the 
two. By such an arrangement you give to an officer of State, 
who has at certain crises a great interest in managing the 
money market, the means of managing it. This is, in 
truth, but another inconvenience of the Government's un- | 
dertaking to be bankers for the people. Jf they are so, it 
seems hard they should not make the most profitable use of } 
the money they safely can. Yet if they do so use it, if they 
transfer from one sort of security to another sort, there is an 
immediate cry of “‘ stock-jobbing,”’ and the sure result is | 
immediate unpopularity. 

The authority which the existing Acts have conferred on the 
Commissioners for the management of the National Debt, | 
who likewise manage the Savings Banks, has, however, gone 
further than this. They have power not only to buy and 
sell stock, and buy and sell Exchequer bills, but likewise to 
Jund the latter when they please. They can thus turn into 
stock, which represents the permanent debt of the country, 
Exchequer bills, which represent its temporary obligations, 
at their own pleasure, and without consulting Parliament. 
The unpopularity attaching to the occasional exercise of this 
anomalous power has inevitably augmented that which has 
been incurred by the use of the natural power which the 
Government, now that it is a banker, should possess, of 
varying the securities in which to invest. 

The Bill now brought in by Mr Gladstone does not pro- 
fess to cure these defects in the Savings Bank system, for 
the greater part of them are necessary consequences of the po- 
sition in which the State has placed itself. It attempts to 
apply a few palliatives,and nothing more, 

With respect to the great loss already incurred, that has 
been incurred, and nothing which we can now do will alter 
or amend it. It is proposed, however, that the accounts of 
the assets held by the Commissioners should be, in future, 
made out differently. The following sums of stock:— 
Three per Cent. Consolidated Annuities, the capital sum 
of 893,017/ 6s 6d; Reduced Three per Cent. Annuities, 
4,763,0157 11s; New Three per Cent. Annuities, the 
total capital sum of 16,306,710/ 1s 5s; now standing in the 
Commisstoners’ names, are to be cancelled, and a credit of 
31,000,000/ is to be opened in their stead. This does not 
in any way cure the past loss; it is only a convenient mode 
of stating the accounts, so that in future we may see 
we do not get worse. For the future a balance sheet is to be 
laid before Parliament annually, showing the liabilities of 
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nr were fully disclosed by the accounts, there can be no 


doubt that in every year the amount of assets held would be 
very insufficient. But in the way in which the account is pro- 
to be stated, the State deposit account will form an 
asset of 31,000,000/, although the securities cancelled may be 
of much less value. The deficiency, therefore, annually 
shown by the account will always be moderate, and it is 

ible that there may sometimes be a surplus, In making 
out the balance sheet all securities are to be valued at the price 
of the day, and, if there is a deficiency, it is either to be paid 
in money to the Commissioners from the Consolidated Fund, 
or Exchequer bills to a corresponding amount are to be 
created and lodged with the Commissioners, or the amount 
of the State deposit account is to be correspondingly in- 
creased. If, on the other hand, there should be a surplus 
exceeding half a million, securities to that extent are to be 
cancelled,—either stock is to be annihilated, or a part of the 
State deposit account is to be written off. 


The principal object of these provisions is to prevent the 
increase of the deficiency which has occurred. But we 
question whether they are very well calculated to produce 
that result. No good banker values his securities at the 
price of the day. He values them at such a price as he 
thinks it probable he will be able to sell them at when he 
does sell them. Consols may be 100/ to-day, but if they 
are tobe 80/ when you realise, their momentary value is 
entirely unimportant. These constant valuations at casual 
prices will not really tend to put the Government into a 
stronger position, except in so far as the value of the money 
paid tothe Commissioners and the securities delivered over to 
them shall be greater than that of the saleable securities can- 


gives money or available money’s worth to the Commis- 
sioners of Savings Banks, to that extent the real position of 
the State with respect to those Banks has improved. The 
State has in that case paid so much money, and that in the 
simplest way of improving the position in which it stands. 

We own we think it would be better, if the subject is to 
be legislated upon at all, that Parliament should fix a value 
at which they deem it expedient that Savings Bank securi- 
ties should stand, and that a sum of money should be laid 
by every year to reduce the value at which the present secu- 
rities stand, step by step, to that sum. We are afraid that 
this will rather frighten people; but still it is the most fair 
and reasonable method—the method which good private 
bankers in similar circumstances would undoubtedly adopt. 

In this point of view, we think it dubious whether the 
creation of a State deposit account, in which stock worth 
only 28,962,742/ 18s 11d is inscribed at 31,000,000/, is ad- 
vantageous or not. We think it tends to veil the amount of 
our past loss from our eyes. Some speakers on the second 
reading seemed to think that it placed our liability in a clearer 
form. But this isa mistake. The State deposit account is 
an asset, nota liability—it takes the place of unredeemed 
securities. What Government have to pay is the money 
they have received, and the substitution of a “ deposit ac- 
count” for so much stock does not make this more clear, 
though it renders /ess clear than it was the amount of the 
loss incurred by the purchase of such stock. The creation 
of the deficit account will have a great subsidiary advantage. 
It will withdraw from the Bank of England a large amount 
of stock on which they used to get 300/a million. This 
charge will now be saved to the public. But the greater 
part of that charge would also be saved if the new asset, 
the new deposit account, were valued at the price, which the 
erode which it was substituted would probably have 
yielded. 


With the same view of preventing the existing deficiency 
from augmenting, the present Bill contains a further provi- 
sion which permits the Commissioners to invest the money of 
the Savings Banks not only in stock and in Exchequer bills, 
but likewise in other securities guaranteed by the English 
Government which may bear, as many of them do, a higher 
rate of interest. As to the excellence of this provision there 
will not, we think, be any difference of opinion. It is very 
desirable that the money of the Savings Banks should be 
employed as profitably as is consistent with safety; and 
though these guaranteed securities are not so saleable as 
Consols in moments of extreme monetary difficulty, yet they

celled. To whatever extent the Chancellor of the Exchequer , 
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are in general fairly saleable. The Bill provides that three- 
fifths of the securities held shall be either stock or Exche- 
quer bills, or some similar security; and that is a suffi- 
ciently large proportion for all practical purposes of the most 
saleable assets. 

We are not equally certain that the framers of the Bill 
have acted wisely in permitting the funds of the Savings 
Banks to be employed inadvances tothe Exchequer Loan Com- 
missioners. The latter are, as our readers know, empowered 
to lend the funds at their disposal to companies and others 
engaged in important and useful undertakings. They havea 
charge on these undertakings as a security, and if we allow 
the money of the Savings Banks to be lent to the Exchequer 
Loan Commissioners, we, in reality, allow it to be lent on the 
security of these mortgages. We scarcely think this is an 
expedient employment of such funds. The Exchequer Loan 
Commissioners may properly advance to many undertakings 
which will ultimately be remunerative, but of which the 
debentures are not very saleable (if, indeed, they were very 
saleable, the undertakings would not require the aid of the 
Commissioners); and we think it questionable policy to allow 
the money of the depositors in Savings Banks to be lent on 
securities so inconvertible. 

Such are the provisions of the Savings Bank Bill as to 
the first inconvenience. which we mentioned. As to the 
second, it does not do much. With a single exception, it 
leaves the discretion of the Government as it found it. On 
this subject, some members who spoke on the second read- 
ing, do not appear to us rightly to apprehend the difficulty 
of the question. The power to transfer the Savings Bank 
money from one security to another is not free from objection. 
It is a great anomaly that the Government should operate 
in the stock market; it may be an inconvenience that it 
should operate there on a large scale. But if the Govern- 
ment are to be bankers, can it be otherwise? Is not a 
power to vary his securities necessary to a banker? Is it 
not a greater anomaly to say to a banker, you shall buy our 
stock when you please, but you shall only sell it when we 
please ; you shall not make any transfer from one kind of 
security, whatever may be the state of the money market, 
however powerful may seem the reason for it, however 
certain may be the profit by the change, however certain 
may be the loss by remaining as you are. We do not think 
it would be wise so to fetter.the discretion of the Executive 
Government. It would be especially inconsistent with the 
object of the present Bill. It is, as we have seen, proposed 
to extend the class of securities in which these funds may be 
legally invested ; we are going to take a class of securities 
not quite as perfect as Consols. It would be absurd to enact 
that if we do take them we must keep them,—that, having 
made an investment in a rather miscellaneous class of secu- 
rities, we must retain it, whatever be the prospects of the 
money market, and however much all the material circum- 
stances that induced us to make the investment may have 
varied. 

The Bill, however, proposes to place a limitation on the 
anomalous power of funding Exchequer bills which we just 
now mentioned. It does not propose to abolish it, but it 
restricts it. There are three great classes of Exchequer 
bills—Deficiency bills, Ways and Means bills, and Supply 
bills, We have not space at present to distinguish the pecu- 
liarities of the three, nor is it very material. The principal 
distinction is, that the two first are of a much more tempo- 
rary character than the third. Ways and Means bills and 
Deticiency bills are issued with a reference to the peculiar 
circumstances of the quarter, and are in general cancelled at 
the end of it. Supply bills, on the contrary, are exchanged 
year after year for many years, and as the unfunded debt 
never goes below a certain minimum, may, to the amount of 
that minimum, be said to form a fixed and invariable part 
of the obligations of the nation. By the Bill before us, it 
is proposed to confine the power which the Government 
now has, of funding all classes of Exchequer bills, 
to the permanent class—the Supply bills. This certainly 
obviates very many objections to the power. When the 
mere temporary classes of Exchequer bills are funded, there 
is an evident and certain addition to the permanent debt of 
the country ; when Supply bills are funded, it may reason- 
ably be said that the operation reduces the amount of the 





unfunded debt as much as it augments that of the funded 
debt. Wedo not, it may be argued, increase our fixed 
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obligation ; we only change one species of fixed obligation for 
another. But, on the cther hand, it seems very dubious 
whether there is any very good reason for this anomalous 
power; it does not seem essential to any banking opera- 
tion ; it breaks in on the constitutional rule that the funded 
debt of the country can only be increased by the authority 
of Parliament. Unquestionably, however, the limitation 
proposed by the present Bill is a wise one; it was contrary 
to all principle that very temporary obligations should be 
changed at the mere will of the Executive Government into 
absolutely permanent ones. What is done is good, though 
there is ground for doubt whether something more should 
not also be done. 

The following are the first two clauses of the Bill to which 
we have referred above :— 

I. The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall, as soon 
as may be after the passing this Act, by warrants under their 
hands, direct the Governor and Company of the Bank of England 
and the Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland oy omen. 
to cancel out of the total amounts of the several Capital Stocks of 
Annuities now standing at the accounts of the Commissioners for 
the Reduction of the National Debt for Savings Banks and Friendly 
Societies respectively such sums of Annuities, to be particularly 
specified in such warrants, as shall together amount to the sums 
mentioned in schedule B. to this Act annexed, and thereupon such 
Capital Stocks of Annuities shall be absolutely cancelled and deter- 
mined, and all interest or dividends thereon shall thenceforth cease 
to be payable. 

IL. In place of the said Capital Stocks of Annuities so cancelled, 
the said Commissioners of the Treasury shall, by warrant or war- 
rants under their hands, order and direct the Comptroller-General 
of the Exchequer to record in the Exchequer, in a book to be kept 
in such form as the said Commissioners shall seem fit, for Savings 
Banks and Friendly Societies, an Account, to be called “‘ The State 
Deposit Account, Number One,” and there shall be placed at the 
credit of such account the sum of Thirty-one million Pounds, being 
three-fourth parts or thereabout of the amount due on the 
Twentieth of November One thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
nine as aforesaid to Savings Banks and Friendly Societies, and the 
amount of such State Deposit Account, as it shall stand from time to 
time under the authority of this Act, shall be chargeable upon the 
Conselidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland ; and the amount of such State Deposit Account, and of 
all the {securities held by the said Commissioners as specifically 
set forth in the schedule A. not ordered to be cancelled in schedule 
B., and all the cash and other securities whatsoever, which shall at 
any time be in the possession of the Commissioners for the Reduc- 
tion of the National Debt, under the authority of this Act, shall 
be subject and liable to provide for the discharge of the legal 
claims of all Savings Banks and Friendly Societies on the said 
Commissioners. 








TAXES ON TRANSACTIONS. 

Mr Guapsrone has now reached the portion of his Budget 
which will give him the greatest trouble—the greatest, that is, 
in proportion to its importance. He proposes to lay certain 
burdens on the trading community, in consideration of the 
great benefits he is conferring on them. He says that he is 
giving a great relief to industry, and, therefore, he may not 
improperly put a charge upon it. As he will much improve 
the productiveness of labour, that charge will, he hopes, be 
borne easily. However this may be, he will probably find, 
indeed he has already found, that industry is quite as ready 
to remonstrate against the burden to be imposed as it is to 
receive the relief that is granted. 

We do not intend, on the present occasion, to go through 
the whole list of the charges which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer originally announced to us. It is unnecessary to 
do so, because it is well known that some of them will be 
subjected to great modifications. We only intend to call 
attention to one or two points of principle which are impor- 
tant on this subject, and to illustrate them. 

First, any tax which is imposed upon trade should be an 

equal tax. It should press, that is, equally on all classes of 
traders. The reason of this is evident, and requires no elu- 
cidation. There is no reason for taxing one trader at a 
greater rate than another, any more than there is for taxing 
one non-trader at a greater rate than another. 
_ Secondly, it follows from this principle that if any tax is 
imposed on a single class of traders only, it must be such a 
tax as they can conveniently and easily transfer to the con- 
sumer. 

Thirdly, if the new tax is to be transferred to the con- 
sumer, it is of very great importance that it should be trans- 
ferred without addition. When a charge is of uncertain 
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amount, there is great danger that the partieular man of 
business, who in the first instance bears it, will to be quite 
sure that he does not bear it in the end, form some vague but 
excessive notion of its magnitude, will make that esti. 
mate an element in the price of the article he sells, and wil] 
thus mulet the consumer of it more heavily than he ought, 

Fourthly, it is of great importance that any taxes imposed 
on trade, being necessarily specific duties on particular trans. 
actions, should not be of sufficient magnitude to check those 
transactions. This principle, likewise, only requires to be 
stated. Noone desires less than Mr Gladstone to put any 
heavy burden upon trade. 

These general principles seem, however, to condemn cer. 


tain of the taxes which have been announced. In the first} 


place, they condemn all the taxes on the operations that have 
grown out of the warehousing system. These charges do 
not fall equally on all classes of traders, for many traders 
never use the warehousing system, never could use it, do not 
know of its existence. On the other hand, there are minute 
and uncertain charges which it will be diffieult to throw aceu- 
rately on the consumer. Either the merchant will not 
charge enough or he will charge too much. Great accuracy 
is not possible. Practically, a rough system of averages will 
be formed; the trader will assume that he bears such and 
such a burden; but, upon the general principles of human 
nature, it is scarcely possible that in the end he should not 
over-estimate it. If he does over-estimate it, the consumer 
will have to pay a larger sum than the Government receives, 
We may observe, too, that the trader has the difficulty, 
often the insuperable difficulty, that he has to make an 
appreciable addition to the price of the article he sells, in 
consideration of charges of which each one is small, though 
the aggregate of them is not inconsiderable. In many cases 
he may have to bear these charges for some time before he 
can throw them on the consumer. But either way there is 
an objection to the tax: if a series of petty expenses like 
these is thrown upon the consumers, it is nearly sure to be 
over-valued, and the consumer will bear more than he ought; 
and if, on the other hand, the tax cannot be shifted to the 
consumer, the trader will have to bear it, and will find it's 
serious burden. 

It is, however, sometimes contended that traders should bear 
these taxes upon the details of the warehousing system 
because that system is an advantage to trade. But the ware- 
housing system is not in itself an advantage to trade. It is 
only a palliative to some evils which legislation has created. 
We have imposed certain taxes on certain commodities, 
and to enable the merchant more easily to pay those taxes 
we allow him to defer the payment until those commodities 
are taken out for actual consumption and sale. We keep 
then in a bonded warehouse until that period arrives. But 
if there were no duties there would be no need of this 
apparatus. We have by our fiscal system placed commerce 
in a difficulty, and we have invented an ingenious expedient 
to diminish that difficulty. But we must not speak of this 
expedient as a positive boon to trade ; it is only a partial 
cure for an inconvenience which we ourselves caused. 

There will likewise be a considerable difficulty in adjust- 
ing the penny tax on every package exported or imported. 
This will necessarily be a light burden on costly articles 
which are exported or imported in few packages, and a 
heavier tax on cheap articles exported or imported in many 
packages. The real burden will increase with the npmber of 
the packages, and will diminish with the value of the articles 
they contain. This certainly is not very equitable ; the tax 
will fall unequally on different classes of traders, and 
no one can tell how much of it will be passed on to the con- 
sumer. Still the tax will not fall very grievously upon any 
one, and in matters of taxation we must be very careful not 
to push prineiples to an extreme, since if we watch anxiously 
for minute objections we shall get no money at all. 





PLURALITY OF VOTES: THE TRUE PRINCIPLE 

OF A REFORM BILL. : 
Aut parties admit that the growth of wealth, intelligence, 
and population requires a large addition to be made to 
the number of electors, This is the thing to be done. 
How to do it with efficiency and safety is the problem which 
we have so often recently considered, first from one, then 
from another point of view.

In 1882, the constitution of the House of Commons was 
strongly condemned by public opinion. Powerful interests 
had sprung up in the country, which were inadequately re- 
presented in Parliament. Many of our largest towns had 
no members. Still more, there was a most vexatious obstruc- 
tion to legislation. Many urgent reforms were eagerly 
demanded, and could not be obtained. Reformsin the Church, 
reform of corporations, commotation of tithes, reduction of 
the pension list, abolition of slavery, repeal of the Corn 
Laws, repeal of the Navigation Laws, removal of religious 
disabilities, and, generally, the preference of the interests of 
all to those of the few, were warmly asked for and suc- 
resisted. A combination of a few particular in- 
terests had brought Parliament into thorough discord with 


The result was extreme irritation, and a resolute determi- 
nation in the people to have a Parliament of a different kind, 
The House of Commons was carried by storm, and every part 
of the old machinery of Government which seemed to be ob- 
stractive, without much regard to theory or the fature work- 
ing of the change, was swept away. 

In 1860, there is nothing of the sort. Parliament has no 
accuser, except Mr Bright; much less is it condemned by 
the feeling of the nation. It is not charged with selfish indif- 
ference to the public welfare. It is not even hinted that any 
measure deliberately desired by the country runs any risk 
of being rejected by Parliament. The House of Commons 
is in harmony with the nation. It is simply felt that new 
classes have become gualified by wealth and intelligence to 
demand a share of political power. Their desire is recog- 
nised to be justand reasonable. Their exclusion, it isknown, 
would end in danger. There isno pressure, no violence ; but 
the necessity of admitting these new classes to the franchise, 
and of adopting some carefully considered principle for their 
admission, both now and in the future, constitutes the present 
period areal and very solemn crisis in the history of this 
country. 

The proposed Reform Bill, it is evideut, does not perceive 
the true natare of this crisis. There is no sign that the 
magnitude of the problem is understood,—no indication that 
it isfelt to require the highest political science and care for 
ite selution,—no evidence that a general principle has} been 
sought, and, when found, adepted with a full consciousness of 
its’ importance. For the first time the Government and 
Parliament are summoned to frame a deliberate rule for the 
future expansion of the suffrage consistently with safety to all 
that is valuable and great in the institutions of England. On 
them this momentous duty devolves; but there are no signs 

hat, as men of business, they are having recourse to the 
highest political knowledge to guide them. 

The Bill overlooks the peculiar danger introduced by the 
Act of 1832, and thoughtlessly turns a subordinate provision 
imto a permanent principle. In 1832, 4 uniform monied

by freemen, by universal suffrage, was abolished: 
® uniform franchise of a 10/ house filled the gap. This 
was done under the pressure of an impending revolution 
without much reflection, and has: been unproductive of harm 
hitherto; but if the Government proposal passes without 
any corrective machinery, a uniform household suffrage will 
sanctioned as the rule of the constitution, and not the in. 
corporation of new citizens into the State, but the transfer 
of Government to the hands of the poor, the untrained, and 
the ignorant, must be the inevitable result. 
The old variety of franchise, in a rough, practical way, 
secured the predominance of property and education ;—a 
uniform household franchise will make mere numbers the 
mastersof the nation, A reduction of the franchise to 64, 
if unaccompanied by any balancing principle, must make all 
changes purely questions of degree. 62 will in time 
become-4/, then 2/, till at last the occupation of a house, and 
bly universal sutfrage, will be the rule. 


























It is this thoughtlessness, this absence of an incipl 
- y principle 
| which guards against the absolute supremacy hereafter 
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of mere numbers, whieh fills all thinking men with alarm. 
The Bill establishes equality of votes, the equal competency 
of all men alike to wield an equal amount of political power : 
it pronounces that an edacated man, compared with a mechanic, 
has no inherent superiority of qualification to legislate or to 
govern. It declares, that, though to plough a field or to 
make a machine are matters of skill and science, to diseern 
a fit legislator and a good ruler requires no knowledge of 
politics or statesmanship ; and that the talents and attain- 
ments of the lowest peasant and mechanic are the measure of 
the electoral capacity of the most educated man in the land. 

This assertion is so glaringly false, that no one has dared 
to make it; yet it is the foundation of the whole Bill; it is 
the guiding principle which will determine the ultimate state 
to which this Reform Bill will bring England. 

One mischief involves another, Equality of votes in the 
same borough must generate representation by electoral dis- 
tricts. If all voters are equally competent for the franchise, 
they are clearly entitled to equal shares of political power. 
Instead of unequal counties and towns, uniform amounts, not 
of property but of population, will become logically and 
practically represented by equal numbers of seats. We thus 
arrive at unbalanced universal suffrage; and here, we con- 
tend, we shall at last be certainly landed by this Reform 
Bill. 

This tremendous revolution, we are quite sure, is not in- 
tended. It is mere thoughtlessness, want of earnestness to 
think out a safe scheme and courage to face the charge of 
novelty, which is the source of the mischief, The enfran- 
chisement of new classes, not the disfranchisement of the old 
constituencies effected by this Bill, is the object desired. It 
is grievous to see this great and noble country exposed to so 
fearful a peril, because our statesmen will not be at the pains 
to seek instruction, either from history or our own institu- 
tions. We have before pointed out in these columns that 
the problem before England is the same as presented itself 
in ancient Rome to the legislative genius of Servius Tullius, 
He solved it with complete success by the Roman House of 
Commons, the Centuries; and he formed a working consti- 
tution which, for many ages, combined universal suffrage 
with the reasonable preponderance of property. He divided 
the Roman people into five classes, according to property. To 
the first and richest, and consequently in numbers much the 
sniallest class, he gave 80 centuries, or seats, out of 195; 
the fifth, the poorest and by far the most numergus, obtained 
30 centuries, or seats. Every Roman had a vote; but the 
votes were not all of equal value. 

The same principle is successfully at work in England 
already, In the election of poor law guardians, plurality of 
votes, known by the name of Sturges Bourne’s principle, 
graduated according to property, is established. In spite of 
timid cries of impracticability, we have always steadily as- 
serted that no reason can be assigned against the adoption of 
this principle in political elections. At present, of course, 
we cannot hope to see it adopted. Members of Parliament 
have not the courage to advocate it, even im the very modi- 
fied form in which, in concert with Mr Hare, we urged it last 
week, The public and the House of Commons have not yet 
been familiarised with it in the election of members of Par- 
liament This alone, we believe, accounts for the strange 
fact that it has never received any consideration in Parlia- 
ment. 

Yet this principle meets every requirement of the problem. 
It direetly destroys the source of all the danger,—equality 
of votes for each elector. It roots out the false doctrine that 
all men are equally qualified to choose members of Parlia- 
ment. It stands upon the doctrine implied in the essential 
organisation of Parliament,—counties and boroughs of vary- 
ing size. It ratifies this doctrine, as not an anomaly, but a 
political truth. It averts the fearful peril of the supremacy 
of vast masses-of homogeneous electors, of men all animated 
by a common feeling, possessed of one single common in- 
terest, enrolled into a common organisation, and yielding a 
common blind obedience to a central irresponsible committee. 
It bars out the ruin threatened by hundreds of members being 
the mere nominees of a Union centralisedin London. It makes 
the most liberal extension of the franchise desirable, because 
atonce justand safe. It will arrest the demand for incessant 
Reform Bills, by furnishing a perpetual self-acting Reform 
Bill, It will enable the franchise to be safely given to every 
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man who commences to acquire property ; and will directly 
reward industry and thrift by an ever-increasing share of 
political power. It will thus enlist every man in support of 
the constitution. It will reconcile all classes into one har- 
monious nation, and render impossible the domination of any 
single one. It will assimilate the new elements of England’s 
growth into the old constitution, and give her an unclouded 
prospect for the future. 


We are aware how the arguments which for the last three 
years we have never ceased to urge on this subject are re- 
ceived. They are called impracticable, doctrinaire, theoretic, 
and by all other names by which thoughtless and unwilling 
minds express their dislike to complicated and statesmanlike 
considerations. Still we deem it our duty to urge them again 
and agains When a clear and just principle is distinctly 
visible, to ignore it ir deference to the impatience of popular 
cries seems to us to abdicate the highest functions of a 
journalist,—as we think that those great and eloquent Par- 
liamentary leaders who have lent their authority to this bill 
abdicate the highest functions of statesmen when they con- 
sent to follow instead of leading public opinion,—when they 
shrink so sensitively from the commonplace blame of being 
opinionative and doctrinaire, that they lend their sanction to 
measures the certain ultimate tendency of which they lament 
and do not approve. 








NAPLES AND ITS PROSPECTS. 
Wuitr the future of Northern Italy is apparently growing 
steadily brighter, the future of Southern Italy is,—we will 
not say growing steadily darker,—for a darkness so gross as 
that of Rome and Naples nothing can thicken or deepen,— 
but looking more and more hopeless in comparison with the 
sister kingdom in the North. The correspondence just laid 
before Parliament with reference to the affairs of Naples 
might, indeed, to an inexperienced eye, seem to contain some 
signs of better things. If wide-spread and deeply-rooted 
discontent,—if the sullen temper of almost all classes, high 
and low, the suspicious distrust of apparently amnestied 
exiles, the indignation 'excited by promises withdrawn as 
soon as made, the weakness caused by the open disapproba- 
tion and discontent of powerful allies, or any other such signs 
of an approaching crisis, are considered as good omens in a 
State, where no change could be a change for the worse, such 
omens, no doubt, there are in sufficient abundance. But 
though the omens of a storm may be welcome to the sufferers 
from the feverish and breathless atmosphere of a tropical 
calm, yet it is only because every storm brings with it at 
least a chance of relief from the pressure of those burning 
and overpowering latitudes. Is this so with Naples? We 
doubt it extremely. Elements of confusion, no doubt, there 
are in ample abundance, but elements, even the rudest, of a 
new order,—an order that can withstand at once anarchy and 
despotism, we cannot see. 


We cannot conceal our belief that there is no clear centre 
about which the constitutional party in Naples can rally 
with any hope of success; and without such a centre, we fear 
that all movement which merely betrays the disaffection of 
the people to the Government will give new grounds for 
oppression and new zest to the party who wield the powers of 
oppression. The despatches before us sufficiently prove 
that the young King of Naples and his Minister, M. Carafa, 
are aware of the very great advantage of the position which 
they occupy. They amuse foreign Powers with the outward 
semblance of a concession anda lenity which is as far as 
possible from their thoughts. They listen to Mr Elliot 
with decorous interest while he represents the views of 
English statesmen,—acquiesce in his general assertions, 
humour him with compliments and the promulgation of mock 
reforms,— instruct their own agents within two or three days 
that these reforms were never for a moment seriously in- 
tended by the Government, but were rather meant to be 
construed as a hint to pursue the old system more vigorously 
than ever ; and then, when Mr Elliot remonstrates, talk to him 
of the “great practical difficulty of their position,” the 
necessity for caution, and, in fact, send him away with the 
humiliating sense that he is the laughing-stock of the despotic 
party, and utterly without power to resent the practical 
insults put upon him. This is the game which the Neapolitan 
Bourbons have been playing for many years past with the 














representatives of England and France, Their laws are 
completely suspended,—the administration of justice jg 
scarcely better than it was in Oude under the late dynasty,— 
the whole power, legislative and municipal, is at the disposal 
of the throne,—the army is entirely without leaders possessing 
authority and courage enough to wield its overpowering in- 
fluence so as to secure the national rights,—and is, there. 
fore, as the tool of the Government, the most powerful 
instrument in preventing the assertion of those rights. Ip 
short, Naples is governed by pure terror, and there is no one 
definite point to which the wishes of the moderate Liberals 
turn. England and France have lost all influence for good, 
since the failure of their empty threats a few years ago, and 
probably each of them now contributes something to the 
difficulty of the situation for the Liberal party; France, be. 
cause she is known to disapprove, even to the point of inter. 
dicting, the wish of the constitutional party for a union with 
Sardinia and Northern Italy,—England, because it is gener. 
ally believed, at least, that she would disapprove of any recall 
of the Murat family, which furnishes the only precedent fora 
separate constitutional government of Naples. France ig 
jealous of the growth of Italian power, and so will not hear 
of any union between Northern and Southern Italy; England 
is jealous of the growth of French power, and is indisposed to 
hear of any extension of Bonapartist influence in the Italian 
Peninsula. 

All these circumstances tend to render the prospects of 
Naples dark in the extreme. We must never forget that 
the political condition of that Kingdom now differs in many im. 
portant particulars from that of Central Italy before the 
war,—and in all respects for the worse as regards immediate 
prospects. In the first place, Parma, Modena, and the 
Romagna were, before the war, nearly in the same relative 
position for asserting their liberties in which Lord Macaulay 
says that England was placed in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies as compared with continental nations. They had 
little or no native standing army, and hence (except in 
ease of actual foreign occupation) the State hed to look 
to the people for support. It was obliged to take 
into account, to some extent, the wishes of the people. 
The same thing was more or less true of Tuscany, The 
Archduke had but a small army, and not one on whose 
support he could count with any confidence. He did not, 
indeed, pretend to govern constitutionally, but he did attempt 
to prevent the people from feeling the want of a constitution, 
—to lull them into a secure repose. But Naples has a large 
standing army, and though in the main a native army, yet 
an army not likely to show disaffection unless its leaders and 
officers were all to unite in a disloyal movement. The 
Government of Naples, therefore, can dictate terms to the 
people, limited only by the fear of disgusting the army also 
with its conduct. 

But next suppose a movement initiated and the army 
taking part in it,—for what are the constitutional party to | 
contend ? First and foremost, no doubt, for the deposition of 
the Bourbon dynasty, of which the last scion appears to be even 
worse than his predecessors. While the family of the Bour- 
bons remains, thete can be no hope of improvement. Faith- 
less, cunning, savage, and treacherous, they delight in making 
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promises to the ear which they are at the moment devising 
means to break. But this once settled, what is to come in their 
place? 1848 sickened Europe of extemporised republics ; 
and the history of the last year has sufficiently proved the 
paramount importance of keeping to a clear and defined con- 
stitutional path. Moreover, even in the case of Central Italy 
there would have been no movement but for the overpowering 
aid given by the French troops. This it was that drove 
back the interference of Austria, and this, or something 
equivalent to it, would also be needed to neutralise the Royal 
and Papal influence in Naples. The population of Naples, 
it must be remembered, have been thoroughly disarmed,— 
excepting those dangerous classes,—the lowest of the Lazza- 
roni. These lowest of all Royalists have been armed 
by the Government, and kept at the call of the munl- 
cipal police,—and at a very short notice they would 

up in arms on the King’s side. On the other hand, all 
the labouring classes who have no such retainer from the 
Government have been sedulously deprived of weapons, eve? 
of swords,—and at the first charge would be mowed down 
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political risoners,—and some intervention from outside 
would be absolutely needful in order to rouse, arm, and unite 
them. No movement in Naples that is unsupported by any 
foreign Power can at present succeed. There is no rallying 
point for the Constitutionalists within the kingdom, The 
recall of the Murat family would need the support of France ; 
the ery for union with Sardinia, some more powerful external 
aid still. 

We hold, therefore, first, that no effectual rising could 
take place at present within the Two Sicilies,—certainly not 
in the Peninsular Kingdom,—without some nucleus of foreign 
troops to take the initiative, to distribute arms to the un- 
armed Liberals, and to lend the moral support of an external 
State. And we further hold, that if such a rising could take 

and be at first successful, it would still be next to im- 
ible to settle the great question of the new Government 
without bringing down a veto either from France, who 
dges Sardinia every new subject,—or from other Powers 
of Europe, who grudge France her Italian influence. And, 
were an unsuccessful rising to take place, —as is evidently 
likely enough,—the result would be, as it always has been, a 
fresh accession of strength to the present Government of 
Naples. The Government would point to the insurrection 
as the justification of all its harsh measures, and not even 
affect any longer to screen its iniquities under the forms of 
alse amnesties and mock trials. 








THE INDIAN BUDGET. 

Tuoven the details of Mr Wilson’s views on Indian finance, 
asexplained in his speech in the Legislative Council at Cal- 
cutta on the 18th February, have not yet been received, 
since the intelligence concerning his proposed Budget has as 
yet reached us only in the summaries from Bombay, still the 
main outlines of the practical measures proposed are now j} 
known and generally approved both in England and in India. ; 
Mr Wilson’s speech showed, we believe, that the accounts | 
transmitted in September gave (quite unintentionally) a 
much more favourable view of the finances of the current 
year than is justified by fact. 


According to these accounts, the deficit in India was 
reduced to 2,651,143/, and, including the home charges, to 
6,499,9812 for the current year. Mr Wilson showed that 
the real Indian deficit was 4,060,809/, and, including the 
home charges, was 9,016,909/7. He had, then, more than 
a 9,000,000 deficit to cover. 


The outline of his proposal for this purpose we extract 
from the Bombay Gazette :—

The prayers and remonstrances of the Civil Service have pre- 
vailed ; and Mr Wilson, as was anticipated, has declared that he 
does not consider the expense of the service can be reduced. He, 
however, thinks the European army now maintained in India far 
too large ; and purposes to economise in expenditure by incorpo- 
po an efficient police to discharge many of the duties which are 
now left to the military to perform. In conclusion, the Finance 
Minister tells India not to look to England for help, but to rely on 
herself. The Treasury, he intimates, is full of cash; no new loan 
is likely to be required for a long time to come; the introduction 
of a paper currency will increase the means and provide for the 
security of trade; and, with her whole financial system thoroughly 
restored, India has no right to ask from England a guarantee of 
her liabilities. 

Such is a summary of the first good budget that India has had. 
It has met with general favour, and will, we venture to predict, 
pass into law without opposition. 








M. MICHEL CHEVALIER

Michel Chevalier advocated it; and it has given great plea- 
sure to the adherents of the true principles of political 
economy throughout Europe to hear that at last the advocacy 
of them has become a title to honour, and that the person 
who receives that honour is the person who was most zealous 
on behalf of the truth, when it was not probable that the 
Ruler of France would soon be on its side.

AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS IN FRANCE. 


Every day produces some points of interest in reference to the 
progress of husbandry in France. The plans of the Government 
for the improvement of the communal lands—analogous to our 
inclosures of commons and common fields—will bring, it is said, 
into cultivation an area equal to one-eleventh part of the cultivated 
soil of France, and when the eagerness with which land is sought 
in that country for purposes of culture is considered, the benefits 
conferred on the community by such improvements will be 
sufficiently obvious. The communal lands are at present little 
better than wastes, or at most mere pasture commons yielding 
scarcely any profit. Enclosed and allotted, they will become 
valuable either as meadows and pastures or arable land, or as 
plantations, and it is by affording examples of what can be profit- 
ably done for the improvement of even the least promising soils 
that the Emperor’s own improvements are likely to prove so 
beneficial. On the Imperial domain in the Landes, the general 
improvement of which we have on a former occasion referred to, 
the application of an outlay of 15 frances per acre in planting will 
raise the value of the land from 84 francs the hectare to 700 francs 
by the time the plantations are 30 years old. Now let this sort of 
improvement be carried on throughout the 3 or 400,000 hectares 
on the Landes now almost without valne, aided by new roads, and 
the necessary growth of a local population, and the importance of 
the operation will be apparent. And the Emperor's example is 
already successfully followed by other proprietors. On the domain, 
each farm homestead with cultivated land has been carefully 
surrounded with plantation for the sake of the shelter afforded to 
the live stock and crops against the winds which from time to 
time sweeps across the Landes. Amongst other trees planted are 
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the cork tree, which thrives at no great distance from the Landes. 
No less than 350,000 have been planted on the Imperial domain. 
The farm steadings have been planned and constructed on the 
most simple principles and with moderate outlay. Economy has 
been carefully studied, while ample provision is made for the 
comfort of the workmen as well as of the live stock. The animals 
are well covered, and so is the manure. Anxious to afford a 
practical example of improvement to neighbouring proprietors, 
the Emperor has avoided the error into which so many improving 
landowners in this country fall, of investing a vast amount of 
capital in expensive buildings whicb can never give any adequate 
return for the outlay. The farm-house and buildings of each farm 
are very complete, and contain every convenience for a farm of 
the size. The house is placed in front of, but at some little dis- 
tanee from the yard, to which it is open; the buildings form the 
other three sides of a parallelogram. There is a liquid manure 
tank with drains from the stables and cattle sheds, and an ample 
dung pit. The farm steading cost 340/==8,000 franes, and the farm 
house, which is somewhat ornamental, 510/=12,000 franes. These 
sums are rather higher than usual in France, but the district 
has few inhabitants and the workmen require high wages, while 
all the materials, except sand, have to be transported considerable 
distances. Most of the houses are within easy reach of the rail- 
way. ‘The cultivated land is at present restricted to 40 hectares 
==100 acres, with an unlimited extent of grass land according to 
situation. The fields of 10 to 12 acres each are divided by open 
ditches -with turf walls, on the top of which are sown Pinus 
Maritima, oak, or acacia, in order that each field may be sheltered 
as well as drained. Good roads lead from the farm-buildings to 
each field. Various modes of reclaiming have been tried, but 
trenching the land deeply with, the spade has proved the most 
successful, but the cost is nearly 300 francs per hectare. Burning 
the turf has been tried, but the soil being so sandy, such a waste 
of vegetable matter is not persisted in. Dressings of lime are 
used and found most beneficial. But the main source of fertility is 
manure, and all kinds of portable manures are used. The distance 
from Bordeaux, nearly 70 miles, precludes the profitable convey- 
ance of the large quantities of manure made in that city. Saw- 
dust mixed with the dung has been found to fertilise the land, 
and with the fine climate of the district large crops of majze, 
pulse, cabbage, melons, and other Southern vegetables are pro- 
duced. Oats, wheat, and barley are not grown; rye being the only 
grain, the crops of which are small. Buckwheat is sown to be 
ploughed in, and in a few years it is expected the land will become 
of sufficient staple to grow corn. Turnips and rape have hitherto 








been much injured by the black caterpillar. 

The permanent grass lands are broken up, cultivated for a time, 
and then laid down with a large quantity of grass seeds, the young 
grass being manured with farm-yard manure, guano, and poudrette. 
Experiments are making to convert the natural heathy pastures 
into meadows without the cost of trenching and cultivating. 
This is done by cutting the heath and other rough plants, and 
dressing with lime and manure, and sowing grass seeds and white 
clover. This is followed by grazing cattle and sheep, and applying 
ashes. Oxen are used for cultivation, and, as all who have 
travelled in the South of France know, their oxen are fine large 
animals, well adapted for the yoke. When all the land has been 
thoroughly reclaimed, it is intended to substitute mules for oxen. 
Three pairs of oxen are required for each farm. The sheep kept 
are the native breed of the Landes, a small and lean black-faced 


| breed, the improvement of which is to be effected by better keep 


and shelter through the winter. Better breeds would not at 
a subsist on such poor land. Some mares are kept for 
reeding mules, for which there isa great demand for Spain, a 
mule foal seven or eight months old being readily sold at 16l. 
Cotton is being tried with apparent success, and other plants 
native and foreign are made the subjects of careful experiments. 

On each farm there is a steward, two ploughmen, one woman 
for the kitchen, &c., one shepherd, and two or three labourers, who 
are paid 2s per day. Ploughmen’s average wages are with food 
from 6/ to 10/ a year. Women’s wages 4/ 5s for a year with food. 
The steward receives 40/ to 60/ the year. There is one manager 
foreach seven farms. ‘Two managers have each half of the domaine. 
They are paid from 100/ to 150/. The whole is under a director. 
A cashier or comptable completes the whole administration of the 
domaine. 

The Emperor is taking the greatest interest in the improvement 
of the domaine des Landes. His Majesty has personally made 
the arrangements in connection with the domaine, and has~entered 
into the minutest details. Every year, when at Biarritz, the 
Emperor comes to his domaine des Landes to see everything, to 
give orders for new improvements, and even to give instructions 
as to the carrying out of the improvements in the reclaiming of 
the lands. ‘ 

Besides this domain, the Emperor has bought a morass, distant 
to the South about 40 miles, 1,045 hectares in extent. This has 
been drained, and is in process of being formed into tenfarms. By 
this operation the salubrity of the district has been greatly im- 
proved, over and above the value of the land reclaimed. These 
agricultural operations furnish evidence of the persevering and 
judicious earnestness with which the present ruler of France is 
seeking to advance her material prosperity.

Tue time has not yet come for writing a complete history of the 
Indian mutiny. Lesser historical sketches, however, of forms 
it assumed within limited areas, are beginning to appear, and to 
furnish those who have hitherto had, vivid indeed, but disjointed 
ideas of the events of that great crisis, with a wider and more con. 
nected knowledge. One of the best among these miniature his- 
tories is the narrative now before us, “ compiled with the concur. 
rence of the Government of India, and by the direction of R, 
Montgomery, Esq., C.S. Chief Commissioner of Oude, with the 
object of affording to all whe may have lost friends or relations in 
Oude the most accurate and complete information that the local 
Government has been able to collect.” The personal narratives 
furnished by various officers, of the outbreaks at their respective 
stations, their own escape, and the murders or escapes of their 
fellow-sufferers, must, we think, possess a deep interest for more 
than those who have ne cause for interest in their 
perusal. The “ necessary links,’—the introductions and filli 
in, by means of which the compiler has woven them into the form 
of a history of the rebellion in Oude, are written in a strai 
forward and succinct manner, well adapted to their end. 
introductory explanation of the causes that contributed to make 
the mutiny more deeply-seated among the population of Oude than 
it was in other parts of Hindostan are clearly given, with the 
decisiveness of one who was on the spot during all the troubles 
and himself a witness to their rise and progress. It tallies with 
our previous convictions that the annexation of Oude had nothing 
to do with this more widely-spread disaffection, than inasmuch as a | 
country in the course of transfer from one system of government : 
to another is always more exposed to risk of disturbance from | 
exterior excitement or inward discontent, and as the breaking up ' 
in this particular case of a corrupt and dissolute court deprived a 
large number of the most dangerous characters of their accustomed 
emoluments, and rendered them ripe for every scheme of revolt 
and revenge. 

Another principal cause for the sympathy of feeling between the 
peasantry of Oude and our rebellious sepoys is of course to be 
found in the fact that the warlike character of the people, and their 
existence amongst perpetual disturbances, have made Oude one of 
the chief nurseries of our native army—soldier and peasant being 
thus connected by near ties of blood; but there 1s nothing to 
prove that the annexation had any perceptible influence in rousing 
the spirit of revolt in either, though, when once the flame was 
kindled, it was natural that it should spread from one to the other 
in a more rapid and dangerous degree than elsewhere, 

After a brief survey of the state of Oude at the beginning of 
the disturbances, Captain Hutchinson goes on to relate its 
threatenings in the stations round Lucknow ; and the admirable 
firmness and tact with which Sir Henry Lawrence kept the 
mutinous spirit in check, while he made almost superhuman efforts 
for the safety of the English when the storm could be no longer 
controlled. First in the lists of revolted stations stands Shahjehan- 
pore, where, on the 31stof May, the sepoys rose on the Europeans 
during church service, massacreing all but a few, who escaped to 
meet the same fate a little later on at Mohumdee, whither they 
fled for safety. At Mohumdee, from the time of the arrival of 
these fugitives, alarming symptoms showed themselves among 
troops. ‘¢Each man,” says Captain Orr, ‘was civil to me to the 
last, but each said he could not answer for what some of the bad 
characters would do.” On the 4th of June, 50 sepoys came m 
from Setapore, with a request from Mr Christian, the Commussioner 
of that place, that the ladies might be sent to him for safety. 
These sepoys spread a report among igen Orr’s troops 
‘two companies of their own regiment had been destroyed at 
Lucknow for refusing to become Christians.” Captain Orr, on 
hearing this, called together his disaffected soldiers, and asl 
them “to let him know at once like men, what their intentions 
were.” An open proceeding such as this did not suit, however, 
with the duplicity and cowardice of the men he a it 
resolved to get their victims more helplessly in their power before 
they showed their ‘ intentions.” They, therefore, swore to take 
Captain Orr and his coadjutor, Mr Thomason, safely into Setapore, 
and to let the refugees leave in peace ; and on this security 
the Europeans quitted the station on their way to Setapere, 
attended by the escort from that place and Captain Orr's native 
troops. We will give the disastrous result in his own words :— 

I put as many of the ladies as I could into the buggy, others on the 
baggage carts, and we reached Burwan at abcut 10.30 p.m. Next mom 
ing—Friday the 5th—we marched towerds Aurangabad. When we had 
come almost ten koss, the halt was sounded, and a trooper told us to 0 
on ahead when we liked. We went on for some distance, when we saw 
a party coming along. They soon joined us, and followed the buggy 
which we were pushing on with allour might. When within half-a-mile ' 
of Aurungabad, a sepoy rushed forward, aod snatebed Key’s guo from i 
him, and shot down poor old Shiels who was riding my horse. Then the 
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most infernal carnage ever witnessed by man began. We al 
under a tree close by, and put the ladies down from the buggy- Shots 
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were firing in all directions amongst the most fearful yells. The poor 
Jadies all joined in prayer, coolly and undauntedly awaiting their fate. I 
stopped for about three minutes among them, but thinking of my poor 
wife and child here (at Mithowlee under the protection of the Rajah), I 
endeavoured to save my life for their sakes. I rushed out towards the 

ts; andone of our men, Goorden, 6th company, called out to me 
to throw down my pistol and he would save me, and several others fol- 
lowed bis example. In about ten minutes more they completed their 
hellish work. I was about three hundred yards off at the utmost. Poor 
Lysaght wae kneeling out in the open ground, with his hands folded across 
his chest; and though not using his fire-arms, the cowardly wretches 
would not go up to him till they shot him, and then, rushing forward, 
they killed the wounded and the children, butchering them in the most 
cruel way. When all was over, Captain Orr obtained a horse, some 
clothes, and a past to the Rajah of Mithowlee, and rejoined his wife and 
child. Here, with some fugitives from Setapore,—the unfortunate Sir 
Mountstewart Jackson, his sister, little Sophy Christians, and ten others, 
—they dragged on a wretched existence, now in a ruined mud fort, and 
now in the open jungle, until late in October, when the Rejah turned his 
scanty protection into undisguised treachery, and (instigated by a retainer 
who owed his fortunes to Captain Orr’s kindness in former days) betrayed 
them to men sent out to feteh them in from Lucknow. Thither they 
were taken loaded with chains and with every indignity. 

Of that fearful march, and the subsequent murder of the men, 
and hardships undergone by the women of the party during their 
detention in Lucknow, and of their escape at last by the instru- 
mentality of a compassionate official, one Meer Wajid Allee, and 
by the gallant daring of Captain McNiel,—a full and mimute account 
is contributed by Captain Alexander Orr. 


re, to which the fugitives from Shahjehanpore were bend- 
ing their steps, had in the meanwhile ceased to be a place of refuge. 
te Christian, the Commissioner, his wife and infant, with twenty- 
one others, were killed in the first outbreak. Sir Mountstewart 
Jackson and a few companions escaped into the jungle, reserved 
fora more painful and protracted fate. Many, more fortunate, 
met with protection from friendly zemindars: and rajahs, and 
reached Lucknow in safety, after the most exciting perils and 
wearing fatigues. 

The rising at Fyzabad is honourably distinguished by the 
refusal of the artillery and infantry regiments to consent to 
the murder of their officers. They “even gave them money, and 
assisted them in procuring boats to proceed down the Ghogra.” 
Of the four boat-loads of officers who thus embarked, one alone 
reached a place of safety. The cighteen persons filling the other 
boats, including one lady, and a sepoy of the 22nd Regiment, Teg 
Ally Khan, whose name deserves to be recorded for the fidelity he 
showed to his officers. in misfortune, were all destroyed on the 
road by sepoys and villagers, with the exception of Teg Ally 

and Sergeant-Major Busher, 13th Light Field Battery, who 
has written a very interesting account of his escape, and the death 
of his companions. 

The ladies, civilians, and some of the officers of Fyzabad were 
assisted and forwarded to a place of safety by Maun-Sing, and more 
at by the Rajah of Gopalpore. 

At Baraitch, the officers, two civil and one militawy, after 
avoiding the immediate danger by an early retreat, sanctioned by 
Sir Henry Lawrence’s express orders under circumstances such as

We have thus cast a hasty glance over the course of the mutiny 
as it ran through the stations of Oude. The mutiny at Lucknow, 
and the gallant defence of the Residence against the assaults of 
congregated enemies, has already been so fully related, that it is 
d over with comparatively slight notice by Captain Hutchinson. 
€ contributes, however, to this part a document, as far as we 
know, hitherto unpublished,—the diary of Major Banks, Sir Henry 
Lawrence's successor as Chief Commissioner of Oude. “The original 
diary, much defaced and blotted, was found in the city by Mr 
vanagh, Assistant Commissioner, all written over with native 
accounts, evidently belonging to some pay halvidar of a regiment.” 
closing these records of loss, and crime, and sufferings, the 
sadness of our reflections are mitigated by one consolatory thought 
—that dreadful as are the tales they unfold, they are less dreadful 
than those that have been freely circulated and believed, in relative 
enormities of the sepoy rebellion. The imagination of an 
alarmed and justly incensed public has, we trust, exaggerated a 
truth, needing no exaggeration. The real guilt of the sepoys, and 
of the dregs of the nation that joined in their offences, is great 
enough ; but it is certain that we look in vain in this book for any 
confirmation of those fiendish and revolting cruelties that were at 
the time laid to their charge. By the side of deeds done by white man 
white man in so-called religious wars, as in that carried on against 














the Waldenses ; or those done between the white and black races, 
either on the one side in a servile revolt, or on the other in the daily 








course of the slave trade as it is still carried on on the East coast of 
Africa,—the wholesale massacres, blood-thirsty ferocity, and callous 
indifference to the wants of their captives, nay even the treachery 
of the Hindoo, appear in comparison humane ; and, unless Oude can 
be proved an exception to the course of things in our Indian pro- 
vinces, the sepoy cannot justly be placed on that pinnacle of in- 
famy to which he has long been exalted by the public voice, but 
must be contented with a less conspicuous place in the annals of 
human wickedness.

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS.) 
Paris, Thursday. 

M. Michel Chevalier has been raised to the dignity of Senator. 
Assuredly for the distinguished services he has rendered to the 
cause of commercial reform in this country, and for his share in 
negotiating the treaty with England, he well deserves this honour, 
or any other that could be bestowed. Nevertheless the public 
would, no doubt, have rather seen him appointed to some office 
to which active duties are attached, than placed in the quiet haven 
of the Senate. 

The Council of ;State has had conferences with the Emperor on 
the subject of the modifications of the import duties on coffee, 
sugar, cocoa, and tea. What the Council proposes was mentioned 
in my last. The Bill it has prepared must be passed quickly by 
the Legislative Body and the Senate, if, as is desired, the new 
duties are to come into force on the 15th April. 

A bill on the subject of the cotton and wool duties is now be- 
fore the Legislative Body. Its provisions are perfectly in accord 
with what my letters stated they would be. Thus, from the 15th 
of April next, those articles brought from countries out of Europe 
by French vessels are to be exempt ; from countries in Europe by 
such vessels they are to pay 3f the 100 kilogs; and by foreign 
vessels from anywhere 5f. Wool, moreover, of European countries 
brought in by land is to be exempt; but that of non-European 
countries so introduced is to pay 5f. ‘The drawbacks at presen 
allowed on the export of cotton and woollen yarn are to be con- 
tinued for two months from the date at which the new duties come 
into effect; that on cotton fabries is to continue for three months ; 
and that on woollen fabries for four months. 

The sugar refiners of Nantes and Marseilles are not at all satis- 
fied with the coming changes in sugar duties. In making exports 
of refined sugar they have been allowed to claim drawback for 
100 kilogrammes, though exporting only 75; but as they really 
obtained more than 75 kilogs refined out of every 100 raw, they 
realised large profits which had never been contemplated by the 
law. Under the new law, it is probable that they will be only 
allowed to claim the drawback for 100 kilogs, on making an ex- 
port of refined of 80 or 83 kilogs. They complain that this will 
place them at such a great disadvantage, compared with the Bel- 
gian and Dutchrefiners, as to cause them to lose the foreign market : 
but they forget that, from the progress in the manufacture, it is 
easier now to obtain 80 or 83 per cent. in refining than it was for- 
merly to obtain 75 ; and they forget also that the reduction of the 
duties on sugar will largely increase the market at home. Besides 
this, they should bear in mind that the privilege they at present 
enjoy is virtually a heavy burden on the public; and that they 
have no more right to burden the consuming community than any 
other class of producers. : 

It is not often that the agricultural interest in any country 18 
capable of making an enlightened appreciation of tariff reforms. 
It is, therefore, a real pleasure to have to record that the Agricul- ] 
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tural Society of the district of Meaux has expressed the opinion 
that the total suppression of all duty on foreign wool may safely 
be accomplished, inasmuch as French wools, from the peculiar 
ualities they possess, are able to support any competition. That 
this opinion is a correct one is proved from the fact that the 
average price of French wool from 1856 to 1859, when the duty 
was l5c the kilog, was 2f 40c to 2f 50c the kilog; and that 
during the twenty years preceding, when the duty was 22 per cent. 
ad valorem, the average price was 2f 6c. In the thirteen years 
before then, with a duty of 33 per cent. it was 2f20c; and in 
the five years before then it was 2f99c. The present production 
of unwashed wool in France is estimated by good authorities at 
about 91,500 tons annually, which gives in washed 30,000 to 
35,000 tons. The import for the last few years has considerably 
exceeded the latter figures. 
The Finance Department announces that, from this day, the 
rate of interest on Treasury bills is fixed at 2 per cent. for those of 
from three to five months, and at 2} for those of from six to 
twelve months. This is a reduction of } per cent. The belief is, 
that it will be followed by a reduction in the rate of discount of 
the Bank of France. 
Stockbrokers and speculators have long complained bitterly that 
payment should be exacted for admission to the Bourse, and have 
described it as one of the principal causes of the want of specula- 
tion which has prevailed for some time past. The Municipality of 
Paris, which receives the money levied at the doors, offered lately 
to sell the Bourse outright to the Company of Stockbrokers for 
240,000/ English money, leaving them to charge for admissions, or 
to make them gratis, as they might please. But the brokers, by 
an overwhelming majority—57 to 3 it is said—have refused to 
make any such bargain. 
Although, as you have shown, the promised repeal of the prohi- 
bition to export rags from this country was not likely to produce 
much benefit to English paper-makers,—owing to the market in 
France being not larger than is required for home wants,—the 
Government, in compliance with the prayers of the French paper- 
makers, has undertaken to impose rather a heavy duty on exports, 
—from 50 to 100 per cent. ad valorem it is said. Now, as the 
rice of rags here rules from 7/ 4s to 20/ the ton, and as the supply 
is limited, it may be feared that, with an export duty, English 
paper-makers will be as much excluded from the French market as 
they have been under the prohibition.

Loan, published in a Calcutta Gazette Extraordinary of 
this date, and to the desire of the Government not to exceed the stipu- 
lated limit of five crores of rupees, the Honourable the President in 
Council has decided to close the Five-and-a-Half per Cent. Loan imme- 
diately at all district treasuries, and to limit the subscriptions at Madras 
and Bombay respectively to a total of 80 (twice 40) lacs of rupees in 
cash, leaving the balance to be subscribed at Calcutts. These propor- 
tions have been decided upon according to the rate at which the loan 
has been taken up at the three presidency towns up te this date, as far 
as bas been ascertained. You will please to publish the above in your 
Gazette, and to report to this department, by telegraph, as soon 
as the amount allotted to your Presidency has been subscribed.

The blockade of the Pireus had 
ceased, the English claims upon the Greek Government 
having been submitted to the award of France. The ex- 
plosion of political passion in Paris, upon the occasion of 
theelections of the 10th of March, was slowly subsiding. Re- 


}) mittances of gold were being made to Russia on account of 


Messrs Baring’s 44 per cent. loan. Messrs Hambro and 
Son’s Danish lean of 800,000/ had just been allotted, and 
commanded 2 premium. 

In 1857 attention was monopolised by the general elec- 
tion, which was drawing to a close. Money continued 
tight. 

In 1858 the rate of discount in Lombard street had fallen 
to 24 per cent. Subscriptions had just been invited for the 
first issue of 5,000,000/ of Indian 4 per Cent. Debentures 
having five years to run. 

In 1859, a loan of 7,000,000/ for India was under dis- 
cussion in Parliament, and the Premier (Lord Derby) had 
announced that 3,000,000/ more would be wanted. The 
apprehension of war in Italy had been somewhat allayed by 





the announcement that Russia had prgposed a Congress of 
the European Powers, and that the suggestion had been 
acquiesced in by France, Austria, England, and Prussia, 
The preliminary announcement of a new Russian loan of 
12,000,0002 had been made. 

The amount of the “ other” deposits, as compared with 
the “ other” securities, showed, in 1850, deficiency of 
1,350,561/ ; in 1857, a deficiency of 10,095,8672; in 1858, 
a deficiency of 1,231,123/; and in 1859, a deficiency of 
3,306,755/. In 1860, the deficiency is 9,642,913), being 
very large. 

The money market has been tight during the whole of the 
week. The supply generally is limited, owing mainly to the 
influx of revenue into the Bank. These funds being wanted 
in the open market, where no business is done be- 
low 4 per cent., the applications at the Bank of England 
have been large, and have included many from the discount 
houses. It is not likely that the market will become easier 
until the dividends are released ; and the relief then antici- 
pated will be diminished in proportion to the amount of the 
advances already obtained during the shutting of the transfer 
books. Toa considerable extent the dividends have been 
“‘ discounted.” The trade of the country is fairly active, 
and, according to all appearanees, highly profitable. The 
sustained demand for money, therefore, cannot excite 
surprise.

Rumours of other impending foreign loans have been cit 
culated, but prematurely, to say the least. The negotiations 
for a new Turkish loan are again in abeyance, the persons 
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consalted not seeing their way to carry out the operation. 
No negotiations appear to have been formally sanctioned by 
the Turkish Government. 
The arrivals of specie and bullion this week have been 
than of late, embracing up to this day a total of about 
189,000/, of which 129,000/ was from Australia and 60,000/ 
from the United States. To-day news was received of the 
arrival of the Champion of the Seas, from Melbourne, with 
176,000/ in gold.

This resolution is subject to the agreement of the Bank of 
England, by whom the matter has been referred to a com- 
mittee. It is fully expected that they will raise no objec- 
tion. The successful working of the experiment now de- 
cided upon will pave thé way to a termination of banking 
hours at two o’clock on Saturdays. 

The securities of the two principal Canadian railway 
companies have attracted a good deal of attention this week. 
A very favourable influence will be exercised by the ap- 
proaching visit to Canada of the Prince of Wales, accom- 
panied, perhaps, by Prince Alfred. Their Royal Highnesses 
will be present at the formal inauguration of the great 
Victoria Bridge. A more interesting celebration has never 
been known in North America, and it is not doubted that an 
immense multitude will be gathered together, not merely 
from the British colonies, but from every part of the United 
States. The shareholders of the Great Western Railway 
Company of Canada have also been gratefully impressed by 
the announcement that the Government have very liberally 
agreed absolutely to remit for three years the interest upon 
the outstanding balance—577,000/—of the Company’s debt 
to the State. The money value of this concession is about 
34,0007 a year. Had it not been granted, the Company 
would have shown, for the half-year ending the 31st of Jan., 
4 profit equal to a dividend on the shares of less than 14 
per cent. per annum. Under these circumstances, the 
directors would scarcely have felt justified in recommending 
any dividend at all. As matters now stand, they are en- 
abled to declare a dividend for that half-year at the rate of

Of the wool brought forward a larger proportion than usual consisted 
of the new clip (notwithstanding the non-arrival of one or two consider- 
able shipments overdue in time for the sales ). Of this the Sydney wool 
generally was a fair average ; many of the Port Philip flocks showed im- 
provement in breed, and were in excellent condition, The South Aus- 
tralian, of which several of the best brands were sold, were nearly 
all in the grease, but the quality was good, and freer from grass seeds in 
many cases than last year: part of this was shipped via Melbourne, so as 
to ensure its arrival in time for the February sales. The assortment of 
Cape wool was various ; some was good, showing continued improvement 
in breed and condition, while the rest was the reverse in every respect. 
Of New Zealand and Van Dieman’s Land none of the new clip was re- 
ceived. Our next May sales will be larger than usual, owing to ship- 
ments having been made earlier than customary. We may, perhaps, then 
have to notice some slight decline on those descriptions which have most 
advanced these sales on account of the shortness of supply, but, with 
these exceptions, we think the prospects of the market are decidedly good. 
The low wool sales—at which 4,589 bales were offered—went

The state of the Calcutta indigo market to the 8th ult. is thus

There is little or no change to notice in prices of indigo since the date 
of our last, although the demand bas been rather unsteady. Oudes are 
now coming forward freely and area shade cheaper, though not so to 
shippers, taking the advanced rate of exchange into consideration. The 
season is now fast drawing to a close, the quantity remaining unsold 
being not more than about 5,500 maunds, besides Oudes. Of the latter 
description there are about 800 chests of native manufacture in the 
bazaar, chiefly of very ordinary quality and very damp, which are held 
for prices not likely to be realised. We are glad to observe that known 
marks of Oudes are, on the whole, drier than we have seen them of late 
years.
